was In grass cutting or ground work, 
and no attempt to navigate the air 
was made. 
The tryout In grass cut- 


ting also had to be given up, after 
tlie first trip, owing to the condition 
of the ground, which was so soft that 
the wheels of the machine were burlod 
to the hub several times on tho run 
across the field. 


It was the Intention to make the 


tryout early in thu afternoon, but ow- 
ing to trouble with the engine, which 
necessitated over two hours work, it 
was 4:30 o'clock beforo the flaps of 
the tent were raised "und the 
propelled Into tho open. 
Tho start 


was made about fifty feet from the 
tent, and as the 
engine was started 


;ind the propeller began to buzz thu 
machine 
glided, smoothly 
over 
th-j 


ground, with the mechanics and sev- 
eral helpers running alongside of 1'. 
A vim of two hundred yards was made 
when the machine was stopped ami 
turned around and started hack to- 
wards the tent. Despite the fact that 
a strong wind had to be faced on the 
return trip the machine never waver- 
ed, and as the tent was reached and 
the aeroplane 
quickly housed sighs 


of disappointment went up from the 
spectators. 


When tho start was made a number 


of expressions of doubt as to the fly- 
ing abilities of the aeroplane were 
heard, but at the conclusion of the 
ground work the spectators were more 
than convinced that Smith could have 
left ground had ho desired to make 
the attempt. 
Smith stated after tho 


trial that he did not think the ground 
would be in 
condition for ground 


work beforo 
Monday 
and 
that he 


would in all probability not take the 
aeroplane from, the tent again beforo 
then. 


While the trial yesterday was of 


short duration, both Smith and tho 
mechanics were highly elated when 
they had the aeroplane safely housed 
In the tent, for It was somewhat in 
the nature of a change of luck, for 
two 
other trials made 
terminated 


rther suddenly 
with 
the aeroplane 


badly damaged, owing to Smith's in- 
experience in operating it. 
Thfe sec- 


ond attempt also proved rather dis- 
astrous for Smith, who had a narrow 
escape from being killed by belns 
caught onder the machine, which h<_ 
broke in an attempt to land after a 
flight. 
Smith had his back badly 


wrenched and a long cut on his fore- 
head when he crawled from under the 
aeroplane, but was otherwise unin- 
jured. Both accidents were due to In- 
experience In handling the craft anc 
yesterday's trial more than ever con- 
vinced Smith and the mechanics c 
the mistake In attempting a flight un 
til Smith has become 
as thorough!} 


experienced in handling tha machine 
as is possible with ground work. On 
this account the aeroplane will pros 
ably be tried out in grass cutting fo 
the next week.

has bestowed gifts aggregating $5.000,000 upon forty- 
two schools and colleges, mainly small and struggling 


s institutions to which his benefactions have meant ex- 


istence. This sum may appear small laid beside the 
magnificent donations of Rockefeller or Carnegie, but 


•ft represents almost the entirety of Dr. Pearson's for- 
tune, whereas the benefactions of the world's two 
wealthiest men do not represent what their mere in- 
comes have been during the terms of their public 
giving. The benefactions of the oil king and the iron- 
master have only shown interest in philanthropy; the 
gifts of Dr. Pearson have shown complete devotion to 
it. Now, at the age of ninety-one he is compelled to 
say that he has given all that he can afford to part 
with and asks that he be spared further importunity. 
Most surely he deserves the immunity he requests. 
It is a fine life into the closing shadows of which he 
is entering: a_ life lived upon a plane of the highest 
ideals and distinguished by a degree of usefulness be- 
yond estimate and above praise. His great fortune 
came to his hands without taint and he has admin- 
istered it not as a possessor but as a trustee. There is 
no better example of an ideal life than is afforded by 
the career of this fine Christian philanthropist, who 
has just quit giving because he has given all.

Mayonnaise Without Oil. 


In a saucepan put one saltspoonful 


of ground mustard, one-half of a tea- 
spoonful of salt, one-quarter of a tea- 
spoonful of white pepper or a' dash of 
cayenne, one-half of a cupful of vine- 
gar and one ta.blespoonful of butter; 
set over the fire -where it 
will 
beat 


without boiling. Into a double boiler 
drop two large or three small eggs: 


beat them Just enough to mix and add 
one large tablespoonful of. butter cut 
into bits. Stir until the egg is slightly 
warmed and the butter begins to melt, 
then add gradually the vinegar mix- 
ture, stirring all the time. Continue 
the stirring: until the mixture thickens. 
During the thickening process the up- 
per boiler sliould'be lifted from the fira 
a number of times, as if it thickens too 
rapidly it is almost 
sure to ' curdle. 


"When properly made it Is very thick 
and creamy, and if strained 
into a 


glass jar. covered and set in a cool 
place it may be kept for two weeks or 
more. 


Pineapple Sherbet. 


Open a can of pineapples and drain 


off the syrup; add tn it nne pound nf 
sugar and 
boil 
for five, minutes. 


Crated pineapple is rather better for 
this purpose than that which is sliced, 
but if the former is nnt at band chnp 
the slices as fine as -possible. 
When 


the syrup is cnld—if less 
than 
nne 


miart add water to make up the quan- 
tity—arid it tn the fruit and 
freeze. 


When nearly frozen stir in the whites 
of two rggs beaten tn a meringue with 
twn tablr-spoonfitJs: of powdered sugar, 
cover and finish the freezing mid let 
it stand fnr two bnurs before serving.

WASHING 
FLANNELS 


Many articles of /latiiu-1 coma from 


the wash bard, felted, stiff—unsatis- 
factory altogether. Petticoats of nice 
texture appear almost unwearable after 
the attention of an unskilled washer. 
Blankets are stiff, smaller on account 
of much shrinkage, disagreeable 
tn 


touch, yellow in aspect. Colored flan- 
nels have lost thc-lr hues. 
Good arti- 


cles, on coming frnm unskilled wash- 
erwomen, have deteriorated in value by 
half. 


The rules for flannel • washing are 


somewhat simple and rather negative 
also. 
It seems to be "No" for everj-- 


thing. Must there be very hot water? 
Xo. Much soda? No. Plenty o£ rins- 
ing in cold water? 
?Co. 
Much rub- 


bing? No. Tight wringing? No. So 
the negative answers might go on in- 
definitely. 


One needs; first of all, to understand 


the nature of the woven flannel. The 
presence of a good microscope with a 
tiny piece of flannel on the slide would 
make you understand, the real nature 
'of what you are undertaking better 
than a whole booklet of flannel rules! 


The microscope would show plainly 


the hairs that compose wool, with their 
little teeth that are the cause of the 
felting when • the fabric is wrongfully 
dealt with. You would see the lattice- 
work of the warp and the weft very 
plalnlj-, and see the hooldike arrange- 
ments on the sides of. the fine' hairs 
that nre the wool. Wool is made up 
of these fine hairs, and is of animal na- 
ture, soft with natural-oil. 


You would see the way of the nap 


and how the hairs 'overlap each other 
smoothly. But if, by hnrsli'usa.ge, they 
were roughly pulled the reverse" way, 
then the tiny hnoks or teeth in the 
sides of each hair would'grasp each 
other,, entangling harshly, filling the 
interstices between the hairs, result- 
ing: in the-condition known as felting. 
All depends on tlie first washing. 


Too hot water is bad for flannel. It 


takes out the wool's natural oil, and. 


as n consequence,, the flannel 
feels 


harsh and hard after its use. The ani- 
mal fibers also cling more closely to- 
gether, thus producing shrinkage. 
If 


soda is in that water, the oil is all 
taken out by the combination with this 
alkaline agent, and the fibers become 
brittle. 


Blankets washed with soda are al- 


ways depositing fluff: afterward; 
anfl 


this means that the fibers of the wool 
have become so brittle and dry that, 
at the least shaking, they drop out, 
and are found in the fluff form, on the 
floor afterward. 
Once rightly washed, 


there is little trouble later on.

I. Th» Angel. 


With each account of the resurrec- 


tion aasels are connected. Their gar- 
ments were snow-white. 
They were 


dazzling. 
Their-appearance was like 


lightning. At sight of them the, mili- 
tary guards were smitten with fear 
and became like dead men. 


That feature In the life of the angel 


visitor which Mark with 
character- 


istic vividness selects for special no- 
tice is his youth. "j\ young man" was 
sitting in the tomb. And that suggests 
the youth of the Immortals. Immor- 
tality without youth and 
with 
the 


memory of the lost youth still active 
would be an appalling curse. 
Thut 


possible tragedy is a therne often used 
by writers and by none more beauti- 
fully than by Tennyson in his "Tith- 
onus." 
Immortal life 
was 
granted 


Tithonus through Aurora, in response 
to his prayer, but youth was forgotten 
In the plea, anil when age came upon 
him he cursed the decree which tied 
him to life and envied the dead in their 
grassy beds. 
Now here, we have on 


Easter morning th,e, suggestion that the 
Immortals are always young. In this 
life we grow from Infancy to youth, to 
maturity, to decay. 
We have noisy 


debates as to the age at which life's 
productiveness ceases, we have satires 
as to the value of a suicide club, we 
have suggestions, sometimes 
playful, 


•sometimes serious, as to how to get rid 
of the old, we have proposals of chem- 
ical methods, based upon physiological 
secrets, by which the maturity of life 


' 
may hp lengthened, we have essays 
upon how to grow old gracefully, we 
have reminders that nge has its com- 
pensations and puts valuable finalities 
Into the spirit. 
And the conclusion 


. 
forced upon us by all the discussion of 
the problem of old age Is that souls 
shrink.from age and cling to youth, 
for whatever values age may bring. It 
Is associated with the Idea of decay 
and seems to Involve decay. 


Of course there are 
some 
whose 


minds stand the strain of life, its wear 
and tear, without apparent .damage, 
like Victor Hugo, who, after a half cen- 
tury o£ intellectual energy, 
pouring 


out his thoughts In all forms of liter- 
ary expression, said he had hut just 
begun to express wTiat was in him. 
There are many such souls. But even 
with them age Is an intellectual drag if 
not a paralysis. 
Such minds are like 


. strong engines in poorly timbered ves- 


nels, moving on through seas not too 
heavy for the engine, but too heavy 
for Jhe hulk. 
And a trembling en- 


feebled body is a poor home for an 
eager spirit. It gets weary the sooner 
under the weight of an alert mind, A 


persistent in 
% adhering;" to a lie when 


their own interest Is involved, but they 
do not sacrifice themselves In a service 
which they know has such moral rot- 
tennesg at the heart of It. Where was 
the body? Did his enemies know? If 
they did they could easily, at any time 
In the days succeeding Pentecost, have 
produced the body or taken competent 
witnesses to view it, and so shattered 
the resurrection romance and made a 
laughing stock of these disciples who 
were organized either 
as 
liars 
or 


dreamers. 
The body—where was it? 


Was the death only apparent? 
Did 


Jesus, under the Influence of aromatic 
spices and the cool air of the rock 
tomb, revive and creep out wounded 
and weak? Did he find some obscure 
place in which to hide while he recov- 
ered a measure of strength? 
Did he 


die at last in some Phoenician inn or 
among the rock caves of the Essenes? 
Did 
he keep himself aloof from his 


friends because Ini had j-ensed to care 
for them? Or did |• do it in order to 
create the impression tht he had risen 
from the dead? That is a theory which 
transfers the Imposture from the dis- 
ciples to the Master antt Is absolutely 
abhorrent to any decent soul. 


Death Conquered. 


The theories of modern deniers of 


the actual reeurrection 
differ 
from 


these earlier and bungling ones of a 
stolen body or a sick body. Now they 
say that while the body was not lifted 
into life, Jesus himself was really alive, 
In the life which all souls have when 
the body Is overthrown, and the liv- 
ing on« sent spiritual telegrams to the 
expectant spirits of these disciples a/id 
made them sure not only that he had 
survived death, but sure also that they 
saw him-in bodily form and heard him 
speak and walked with him 
In 
the 


roadway and sat with him at meat and 
breakfasted with him In the glowing 
dawn by the lakeside. 
But th« diffi- 


culty with all such theories about ex- 
pectant disciples being persuaded by 
spiritual communications that their 
Lord was alive, is, first, that they were 
not expectant—not In a mood to be 
persuaded by anything but sense per- 
ception; and second, their belief was 
not merely that their leader had sur- 
vived death, but that he was risen 
from the grave, and that faith could 
not have lived if the dead body still 
rested In its rock niche. The begin- 
ning of their faith was not a spiritual 
telegram, but a missing body. Breath- 
less with haste, Peter and John looked 
In on Easter morning, saw the linen 
clothes . lying Jn orderly 
array, 
as 


though their wearer had risen in leis- 


is to last it ought in Justice to be that 
which Is highest In value. 
Now the 


highest treasure we know Is person- 
ality. Sayi one student. "Expel if you 
can the Idea of personality from the 
universe, and it is doubtful whether 
anything appears to exist in some re- 
lation or other to conscious and intel- 
ligent, that Is personal, lit*. • • • 


"He Is Risen!" 


Tho visible world somehow flts into 
the spiritual fact ot personality, and 
the universe breaks up with personal- 
ity taken out of It." No Immortality 
of Influence or of virtue can be a sub- 
stitute for personal, immortality, or Is 
indeed conceivable apart from it. "He 
is risen." 
One can imagine without 


any great strain of his imaginative fac- 
ulty a tone of expostulation in the angel 
world. "He la risen." He could not be 
among tiie dead. 
He must be alive. 


That is the natural angel view. The 
surprise of th« disciples was his res- 
urrection. 
But the surprise of the 


angels was his death. Now the view 
of the angel Is the true view. We feel 
the truth of It when our eyes 
are 


clear. 
The best must live on. 
"As 


God lives, what Is excellent is perma- 
nent." We cannot believe that the uni- 
verse brings forth its finest products 
just in the way of Wind exercise or 
as bits of sport. ,We cannot think that 
the heroes and the saints, the towering 
flashing souls, are made Just to be 
dashed to pieces when completed. Such 
a universe would not be rational 
It 


would be bedlam. "He is risen." Of 
course. 
Nothing else could be Imag- 


ined about 
him. 
And the disciples 


came to hold that view. Peter said at 
Pentecost, "It was not possible that he 
should be holden of death." But they 
did not at first see that. They did not 
in advance so understand the glory of 
their Master as to 'expect the resur- 
rection or be confident that he would 
survive 
death. 
The, prospect of his 


death alarmed them. 
The fact of it 


appalled them. They needed the man- 
ifestation of God and of goodness. It 
was after the resurrection and after 
the Spirit's coming that all the films 
were brushed from their eyes, that the 
angel view became their view and they 
saw that the risen life was his neces- 
«its-. 


Sin's Captives Freed, 


"Risen." By hislown act. 
"I have 


power over my life to lay it down and 
power to take It again." 
He Is "de- 


clared to be the Son of God with power 
by his resurrection from the dead.1 
Not made the Son of God by his res- 
surreetion, but declared to be such, 
The resurrection is the clear and flna 


ductive mirages; icy poles of drear dis- 
contents'and despairs: ungotten wealth 
of faculty and sensibility; treasures of 
darkness, and vast skies sown 
with 


mygteriou* arts and ominous meteors. 
Our personality Is largely unmapped; 
the heights and depths of the soul, its 
capacitiem and forcei. its possibilities 
for good and evil, are only dimly per- 
ceived and faintly 
understood. 
We 


know more of the world outside than 


'e do of the universe within us. The 


psychological Columbus has not yet 
arrived; no Cortez has yet scaled thc 
leaks of the soul.—Dr. W. U Watkin- 
son. 
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they believed. A vacant tomb, not a 
spiritual impression, was the basis of 
faith. "He is not here"—that was the 


brilliant writer said: "The tragedy off first truth verified. When Peter and 
growing old is in remaining young," 
•which means that the lack of corres- 
pondence between spirit and body Is a 
sad - disaster. 
And the assurance of 


this radiant being at the empty sepul- 
chre on Easter morning is that the 
time is coming when there will be no 
Buch distressing contrasts, when the 
vessel will be strong enough for the en- 
gine which drives it, the

eternally suited to its tenant. 
The 


glorious body for which we shall ex- 
change the body of our humiliation, the 
spiritual body, with its marks of power 
and glory, will have the splendor of 
youth and be able to meet all the de- 
mands of a tireless spirit. 


Moral Deterioration. 


Sometimes age m,eans the decay of 


other things besides the body. Moral 
deterioration with the lapse of years 
Is common enough. A medical writer 
has -maintained that moral sentiments 
naturally decay in the course of years, 
and that "age becomes ethically infer- 
ior to youth by a' process as natural as 
the whitening ot its hair or the low- 
ering of its vital force." Such teach- 
ing Is full oC peril. Its basis is mater- 
ialism, when denies personal freedom 
End makes character a 
product of 


physical forces. 
It is quite true that 


history his instances of moral lapse, 
notable cases lilce Nero and 
Henry 


VIII.. common cases like that which 
Stevenson portrays In his "Ebb-Tide." 
There have been a good many sad re- 
lapses and sadder wrecks of charac- 
ter. 
They are not Inevitable. 
The 


'moral glory of life as well as its in- 
tellectual strength may stay with us 
to the end. But there, is sore danger 
that moral ideals may be lowered and 
moral sinews be unbraced by the dis- 
integrating power of time. And it Is 
blessed to know that at last in the 
highest things, the things that make 
the best in life, the things which when 
preserved lead life at its grandest to 
the grave, the vision, the ideals, the 
impulses, the courage, the holy tem- 
pers o£ the soul, .there will be eternal 
youth. No moral weakness, no eclipse. 
no dimness, no old age. but everlasting 
moral strength.. Such strength is 
guaranteed in eternal youth. You can- 
not separate the process 
of growth 


from healthy life. Living things grow. 
Living .souls grow there as well as 
here. 
And the growth will never 


conduct 
any 
soul 
into the 
dim 


light and lonely valleys of old age. An 
old mystic said. "The oldest angels are 
the youngest." That suggests a process 
the reverse of what we know 
here. 


Instead of growth leading to age. it 
•will lead you to youth. The longer we 
live the younger we shall get. Youth 
will always thrill us. Eagerness, zest, 
glow, hope, power, splendor will char- 
acterize life forever and forever.

Future trips of .Superintendent \V. M 


Wardrop and his staff officers over thp 
western division of the Pennsylvania 
will bo made with the specially de- 
sisned equipment represented in tho 
picture at the top of this pace. The 
engine, No. 9225, which was recently 
turned out of the erecting shop after 
receiving alterations and general re- 
pairs, has been given a try-out by 
the "engine tamer" for valve motion 
and working of other parts, and is 
now ready to «nter into tho work for 
which It was designed. In fact, it has 
already made a trip, taking Superin- 
tendent Wnrdrop and other division 
officials over a part of the Chicago end 
o fthe division last Thursday. 
The 


photograph from which the above pic- 
ture was made was taken at the. June 
tion west o£ the city, Immediately upon 
the return of the party from that trip. 


No. 9225 Is the American type of en- 


gine, built in the Altoona shops in 1S89, 
when Its class was'considered the acme 
of passenger locomotive construction. 
It possesses the Improvements found 
on more modern engines, including a 
device for eliminating the black, sooty 
substance from smoke, and particular 
attention was paid to appearance. The 
brass parts were highly polished, In- 
stead of being coated with black paint, 
as are the crass trimmings of other 
engines, and there is a luster to tho 
body paint and gold leaf striping not 
given to the common, everyday engine. 
No. 9225 is not a plaything, however, 
for it possesses remarkable speed and 
tractive power for an engine of Its 
class. In working order it weighs 38,- 
000 pounds, a little more than half the 
weight of the K-3 engines "ow used 
to haul the fast and heavy passenger 
trains on the company's lines. Its four 
drive wheels are sixty-eight inches in 
diameter and the double pony truck 
has wheels that are thirty-three inches 
in diameter. 
With a light; train No. 


3225 can reel off miles at the rate of 
sixty to seventy per hour. Mr. "Ward- 
rop took great interest in the work of 
remodelling this engine.ana paid daily 
visits to the erecting shop to note its 
progress. 
He suggested the altera- 


tions that were made to the attach- 
ments in the cab and elsewhere about 
the engine, and in this displayed a fa- 
miliarity -with the mechanism of a lo- 
comotive rarely possessed by a divis- 
ion superintendent. "Work at the throt- 
tle particularly appeals to him and to 
a. reporter a few days ago he remarked 
that he "would rather run an engines 
than eat,'1 and he never lets an op- 
portunity to run one pass him. 
On 


the trip last Thursday Mr. Wardrop 
manipulated the throttle a portion of 
the time. Xo. 9225 will also pull the 
pay car over the western division, and 
on, all of its trips Engineer George D. 
Ek will preside at the throttle.

Some time later I heard that one of

hear him. Sealed In*front of me there 
were two or three rows of buys from 
a training-ship, all divssed In the same 
uniform. At the end uf his speech -Mr. 
Studd inviled any oixc who was not 
ashamed to confess that Christ was 
lifs Master for tins IHV. rather than 
si kind of insurance ticket Tor the- next 
world to stand up. I was both ashamed 
and surprised to rind that 1. was afraid 
to stand up. 1 did not 'fcnow that I 
was nfruld ot anything. One boy out 
of all this larye number rose to his 
feet. I .knew pretty well what that 
meant for him, so I decided to back 
him up and do tho same. 


With this theological outfit, 1 started 


on my missionary career. What to do 
was the next question. 1 went to the 
parson of a church where 1 occasion- 
ally attended, and offered myself for a 
class ot boys in his Sunday school. 
They wer.i downright East Londoners, 
and their spiritual education needed 
other capacities than those with which 
1 had .in my mind till then endowed 
the Sunday school teacher. 'I remem- 
ber twin? surprised that one boy. whom 
I' curried to the floor ^iy the sent of 
Ills trousers-ami -heaved Into the street.

In three months we had nine hundred 


patients, to whom we could thus com-

the other side. Unable to do on the 
ship to those men. as we would have 
them do unto us under similar circum- 
stances, we called on tlie way home at 
St. John's, Newfoundland, and laid the 
matter before the merchants, asking for 
help to build u hospital on the .land, 
and promising ••> 
r--lnK out a doctor 


and nurse to live their if they built it. 


\Vo have now four hospitals on that 


desolate coast—not palaces' tor pain 
such as one sees In these great cities, 
but humble wood buildings where :i 
(lualifie'd doctor and tniined nurse re- 
side, where besides there, own rooms, 
they have a dozen beds for sick people, 
a convalescent 
room, an 
operating 


room, and an isolation ward. These 
places are not only hospitals but hotels, 
places to which any one and every one 
is expected to come In sickness or any 
other kind of trouble whatever. Need- 
less to say, they come often very long 
distances—in their boats in summer, 
in dog-sleighs in winter. We do our 
part in the summer cruising in the 
hospital ships, the largest of which. f 
servo as captain, and in winter by 
traveling from plnce to place—moving 
practically all the time, only making 


to be done to 
meet, the 
difficulty. 


Eventually we took up a grant of tim- 
ber land on which the Newfoundland 
government permitted me special con- 
ditions, and \ve started to aggregate 
the people in winter, by affording them 
remunerative wor)c about the mill. To 
this we have -added a small schooner- 
building yard, and hope shortly to add 
a cooperage, as we use. many barrels 
In the ilsh- industry. We have gath- 
ered together ab_out this small effort 
this winter some'two hundred and fifty 
people. A small schol house has been 
erected, and those wtio are managing 
the mill know that.this effort Is their 
text from which they are to preach 
their sermon.. 


There can be no question that the 


Christ would today support all manly 
and innocent pastimes. 
So. to meet 


the needs of the long wintry evenings 
we have commands-red the two small 
.-fails In nur district and converted them 


the hospital, which is kept open by the 
nurse, the headquarters to which we 
return whenever we think it necessary. 


Here other methods of commondlmc 


nuv gospel are also open tn us, owing 
to the extraordinary poverty and isola- 
tion of die people. Lack of experience 
made us satisfied for thp first three 
years to try tn cope with the question 
of hunger nnrt nakedness, by collecting 
and distributing- warm clothing, and 
assisting the people in various ways to 
f?f>t food.-

It was not until 18!N1 thnt, seeing the 


futility1 of'giving financial help to men 
who had to pay from $7 to «J8 for a 
barrel of flour worth ?4. and IJ2.50 to 
?3 for » hogshead of salt'which could 
bo' bought at St.'John's for $1, we set 
to work to find a new sermon to preach 
on this subject. 
Many of our most 


piteous cases at hospital -were the di- 
rect fruit of chronic sQmistarvation. 
Thus our people fell victims tn tuber- 
culosis of glands nnrl bones, owing 
only to the marasmus induced by in- 
sufficient food.. This was more especl- 


the case-among children.. A.uni- 


versal system of truck business pre- 
vailed; the ."catch" of to.-morrow was 
mortgaged for the food of to-day. The 
people seldom or never saw cash. The 
inevitable results "were-poverty', thrift- 
lessness, .and eventually hopelessness. 
The contention of the trader' was al- ' 
ways that the men's poverty was be-'' 
cause they did not catch enough to 
support themselves. The 'answer was 
that they got enough to support at 
least thirty traders, i 


We started-a sermon with a co-oper- 


ative store as a text. 
The people 


around' it were - all heavily in 
debt; 


most winters they received so much 
government relief to keep them from 
actual starvation that the place was 
known as "The Sink." 
The people 


were almost all. -illiterate • and 
knew 


nothing about business, and -the little 
store went through varying fortunes. 


objected by endeavoring to kick, while 
his "pnls" in the school were for join- 
Ing him in open mutiny. He got the 
.last word, however, by climbing- up 
outside the 
window and 
waving a 


hymn-bool: which he had stolen. 


The next limn.I.arrived. the.l).oys had 


got in before me (and out also), and 
the pictures and furniture were not as 
'I had let them. I started to reform 
them iii the ways 'that'appeale"d most 
to myself. Five of -us medical stu- 
dents had a house of our own; we used 
to clear our dining room of furniture 
and replace it with a horizontal bar 
and a couple of pairs of boxing .gloves. 
We were able to lead in these things 
our noisiest boys, so they learned to

But these trifles have made 
the Christmas tree on tho birthday of 
the Saviour no less a message of-the 
love of God to these many blrthdayless 
children, who thus keep their own on 
that day. 


We have become residuary. legatees 


for all the real, estate in the orphan 
children line. Some years '.-ieo I .bur- 
ied a young Scotch fisherman and his 
wife in a denolate sandsplt of land run- 
niiig.out into one of the long fjords of 
Labrador. 
Amidst the poverty-stricken 


group that stood "by as the snow fell, 
were five little'orphan children. Hav- 
ing assumed, the care of all of them, 
I advertised two in a Boston, news- 
paper and received an application from 
a farmer's-wife in New 
Hampshire. 


Later on^.viiltecl tho farm; 
it . was 


small and poor and away in the back- 
woocis. 
The woman had chiklren-of 


her own. 
Her-'simple explanation! as 


to why she took the-'cnildren is worth 
recording: "I cannot teach in the Sun- 
day' school or attend -prayer meetings, 
dqctor.

In what relation. would the Christ 


On our 
wild and almost 
unchanered 
coast, 


where the visit* of strangers are very 
rare, many wrecks occurred that, to* 
say the least, sugegsted to the under- 
writers that no illegal efforts 
had 


been made to save them. 
We were 


aeked by Lloyds' Underwriting agency 
to act aa agents for them and furnish 
'reports in cases of losses 
occurring. 


At first we declined, fearing that the 
kind of espionage which 
would 
be 


necessary would he likely to interfere 
wtih our "spiritual" work. 
Later we 


began ,to think that it was not neces- 
sary to knock all the spirit out of men 
to make them ''sri'ltual," so we ac- 
cepted the post of magistrate for the 
const, and also Lloyds' agency. 


Steaming down a long fjord late in 


October, we-picked up the crew of a 
small steamer wrecked on the north 
shore. 
After landing the men for the 


last boat south to take them home, ive 
returned and raised the 
steamer— 


hauled her keel out of the water at low 
tide, and found the only damage was 
a hole driven with a crowbar in her 
bottom. 
In endeavoring to tow her 


some 600 miles south to St. John's, 
Newfoundland, we lost her in a gale 
of wind at sea, and with her our evi- 
dence oC the crime. 


It did not take us long to find out 


that this blow at unrighteousness had 
made us more enemies than many ser- 
mons. 
We have a saying that "It Is 


only when you really tread on 
the 


devil's tail that he will wag it"—per- 
haps a modern synonym for "No cross, 
no crown." So long as the battle with 
sin is fought with kid gloves on, there 
will never he any need of the "fellow- 
ship of suffering." 
Last season after 


every one had - left the coast, report 
reached St. John's that a large vessel 
loaded with fish and fully insured had 
been lost on the rocks 000 miles north. 
On account »of the vapldly forming ice, 
we were doubtful whether it would be 
possible to get at the ship. But for- 
tune favqretl us: we were able to get 
her, raise" her, and, almost to our own 
surprise, we were able to tow her, in 
spite of December gales, to St. John's 
harbor. The consignee (the same man 
who had owned the steamer we lost. 
and who had "suffered other losses") 
was found guilty ot barratry and sent 
down to penal servitude.

In the Seidel block, on Calhoun street. 
opposite the court house. 
He after- 


wards graduated from the Fort Wayne 
high school and Dartmouth collese. In 
Massachusetts, and began the study of 
the law. His inclinations, however, 
were towards journalistic work and hn 
entered the reportorlal Held, taklns a 
position on a New York city paper. 


Returning from New York he served 


as deputy sheriff 
under 
his 
half- 


brother, Charles A. Munson. who had 
b«n elected sheriff of Allen county, 
and then took the position of city edi- 
tor of the Dally News here, following 
A. D. V. Conover, its first city editor, 
who had gone to Pueblo, Colo., on a 
newspaper there, the death of the lat- 
ter occurring in that city in 1S80. 


Mr. Cooper was one of the most bril- 


liant of newspaper writers. 
He was 


thoroughly acquainted with people and 
the methods of getting, the news, nnd 
h« knew how to write it. His diction 
was perfect and his style 
pleasing. 


Local lines, a news »tory or an edi- 
torial written by him ntways read well. 
He was a scholarly journalist. In his 
nearly a quarter of a century in news- 
paper work he was on all the English 
dallies of the city at different periods, 
arid for a time on the editorial staff of 
the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


-He was one of the best known news- 


paper men In Fort Wayne. He served 
the city some years ago, elected by the 
council, as «i member of the board of 
education of the Fort Wayne schools. 


Humor Won Him Place.. 


The newspaper work of Gart Shober, 


now editor and proprietor of the Labor 
Times-Herald, in this city, began in' 
the winter of 1878-79. He was then a 
teacher of the Besancon school, in Jef- 
ferson township, and was the corres- 
pondent of The Sentinel from 
that 


township, giving the record of events 
at Besancon and Maples. 
It 
was 


humor injected into these letters that 
won him n position as local city re- 
Porter on the Sentinel, a position that 
he assumed m April of 1879. 


Sam E. Morss was at that time the 


editor of The Sentinel.' He was at- 
tracted by the humorous style of the 
writings of Mr. Shober and offered him 
a position as city leporter 
on 
the 


paper, which was accepted, and from 
that day to this, with brief interrup- 
tions, he has been a writer, local anil

Morris. He served as collector of In- 
ternal revenue here, and In April. 1882. 
on the death of Judge Borden, was ap- 
pointed Judge of the criminal court 
here, his death occurring- the Novem- 
ber following. 


Geo. 
W. Wood was a. pioneer editor 


nf Fort Wayne. He rame here in 1836 
and his name is one of the well known 
ones in the history of Fort Wayne.

place on the top of a beautiful piano. 


"But even this is not the worst crime 


for which pianos must suffer, and their 
makers be unjustly criticised as a re- 
sultr Ninety-nine of every hundred 
pianos I find In private homes are 
fearfully out-of tune. How can the 
musical quality which earnest piano 
makers strive to give their 
instru- 


,ments be possible when the piano is 
allowed to renialri out of tune? And 
did any instrument, violin or piano, 
ever become valuable in any market 
without beauty of tone 
The -equal- 


ized vibration of a piano in perfect 
tune is a delight to the ear. The bloom 
is upon the tone of a beautiful piano 
in perfect tune as attractive as any 
peach that ever feasted the eye or ap- 
pealed to the palate of an epicure. But 
this .bloom fades the moment a piano 
is Allowed to get out of tune. 


"A. violin must, of course, he In tune 


or no violinist would play upon it. A 
violinist often stops In the midst of 
his solo to adjust his strings, yet the 
poor neglected piano Is allowed to go 
month after' month and 
sometimes, 


think of it, year after year, without 
being tuned. I had rather play on a 
second-rate piano In tune than the 
nest piano ever manufactured out of 
tune. Yet many people of taste and 
wealth who own the best piano the 
makers can produce think they have 
done their duty if they have their 
pianos tuned once a year. 


"It a violin with only four strings 


Is tuned each time it Is used and fre- 
quently during use, what careful atten- 
tion should be given to the tuning of 
a piano containing something like 250 
strings.

.Pianos in the world, both in mechanism 
and Irt artistic results. 
It behooves 


Piano owners to see that there is no 
ground for the criticism that there is 
a lack of artistic appreciation on the 
part of our public toward an Amer- 
ican product, such as our hest pianos 
which are so universally recognized as 
perfect. Remember—to possess a beau- 
tiful object without the knowledge to 
conserve its beauty is the very acme of 
snobbishness. • Besides, 
real 
culture 


means appreciative of the best, and In 
music the first step in appreciation is 
to train the ear. Few realize that the 
ar is the most sensitive of nerve or- 
ganisms. The ability to recognize and 
ppreciate the beautiful and subtle har- 
monies'of mtisi-? must rapidly aeteri- 
irate from bearing musical Instru- 
ments so badly out 
o£ tune as 
to 


wholly destroy the harmony of sym- 
pathetic, vibration. 
Under such con- 


ditions the real joy of the musical epi- 
cure • is .never realized, 


"Mow do I. a violinist, know so much 


'bout pianos? 
Well, after traveling 


toosnnds and tcosands" of miles, as 
Harry Lauder would say. giving con- 
certs under all sorts of conditions and 
with all sorts of pianos, I have had 
iorne things taught me by bitter expe- 
rience. Beside?." added Miss Powell 
'I play the piano myself, and next to 
the violin love a good piano more than 
any other musical instrument."

Leaping from a 
moving train, they tramped through South 
Carolina, North Carolina and Eaatern Tennes- 
see to KnoxTille, a journey of approximately 
one thousand mllea. Their flight lasted forty- 
seven days, during which they were in conjoint 
danger of recapture. Bloodhounds once pur- 
sued them, and the ragged quarry took refuge 
by night in a swamp infested with snakes. The 
writer -himself marched barefoot for several 
hundred miles three days amid snow. He had 
neither hat nor coat to protect him from the 
chill mountain blasts. 


Worthy of tie imagination ot a master 


dramatist is the actual episode of the pitched 
battle of brother against brother. The writer 
gives a stirring description of tWs clash, in 
which the kinsmen, estranged by their conflict- 
ing impulses of patriotism, led the opposing 
forces.

side next day we were surprised at the sudden a'p- 
peiirnnce of" Miss Banner, liancfie pf Lieutenant-Hart- 
ley, living MI ("'nib orchard, Tenn., bringing the alariu- 
ir.j: Intelligence Hint Captain John Hartley, a.brother 
of the l.'nion lieutenant, was advancing'in'our direc- 
tion at the head of hl< company of Confederate' 
Hangers. Major DavN and •I.ieu'len.int Hartley, burn- 
inc to punish tlidr enemies despite the disparity in 
numbers, at once decided to offer battle and promptly 
deployed their little force along a ridge commandin, 
the puss, each man taking cover from • convenient 
trees and anxiously awaiting the close approach, ot 
the enemy.

The Confederates, totally, unmindful of danger, wltu 


no suspicion of our proximity, entered the pass at high 
noon, only realizing a sense of their awkward position 
and danger when Lieutenant Hartley, boldly stepping 
from the covert of n tree, culled upon his brother to 
surrender. His vibrant voice, ringing among the pain- 
ful sollindo of Hie everlasting hills, paralyzed the on- 
cnming enemy for n single moment, but when the fear- 
less Confederate leader turned and saw his younger 
brother, whom IIP relentlessly hated, standing!'ride In 
hand, within clear vlew.-he levelled his gun and, utter- 
ing n fearful curse, discharged the weapon, the well 
aimed bullet tearing through the Union lieutenant'i 
cap. This reply to the Imperious command to sur-. 
render was instantly followed by the sharp crack of a 
hundred rifles. ' The Confederates were defeated'and 
compelled to retreat, uttering fearful maledictions as 
they marched away, leaving their dead behind. 


Reaching Crab Orchard, we were compelled to stop 


owing to the cold and the slippery state of the ground- 
A Mr. Buck generously contributed a cow. which, be- 
ing slaughtered, afforded us a change of food. Most 
of our party quartered in a cave between two moun-' 
tains, myself and three.companions stopping at tbe 
comfortable and hospitable home. of Mr. Francil 
Marion Hampton, a member of .the Legislature and a 
cousin of General Wade Hampton, of South Carolina. 
He came down from his cave on the mountain and had 
a long talks with us. He had occupied the cave more 
.than a year, seeing his family daily from that place of 
refuge. 


A few nays afterward we reached the chain of the 


Great Smoky Muintain range,' the very spot of allr 
others we _had been particularly enjoined against

It was while crossing Indian Creek at midnight 


that we had a startling surprise, and a fearful tragedy 
was averted with difficulty.

Nevertheless, tbe boll weevil has (lone the South ft'' 


service. He Is in some degree responsible for the rise 
in the price of. cotton. They tell the story in Texn* 
of a certain Rnhemlnn fa.-uicr who, after long hearing 
of tne boll weevil, one doy found the first of the ad- 
vancing hoard upon bis land. He examined It witU 
Brent curiosity, llion replnoed It carefully upon th» 
nearest cotton plunt. 
"Go 'along, little fellow, and 


bring your family," he said. "Von are the man wh» 
brougtit fifteen rent, cotton. Make it twenty." And in 
truth, it was during rbe'shont crop years caused by the 
pest that fifteen cent cortrm was first heard of. 


But the real service that the boll weevil has done 


the South Is in forcing upon its people scientific farm- 
ing. 
KOI- ninny years 'the whole Southern section of 


the linked States tins been ttie prey of Its own good 
fortune, 
us Innd was so abundantly sufficient for 


the support of its scattered population, w.as at th« 
same time so fertile, that just about any sort of farm 
methods would succeed in some degree. Fields wera 
planted year after year to the same crop, with no re-

As a matter of fact, it was bound upon just, sue-h a 


homesecker's excursion (hat the. Mexican boll weevil 
reached Texas in .1892. He went, vigorously to work, 
and with significant results: for eleven years later he 
had covered tbe vast, fields of the vast State, nml gov- 
ernment, statisticians estimated his depredations for 
that season—1003—at about SI.'.OOO.OOO. 
And the 


total of his aggregate damage to cotton in Texas 
alone, to the close of 1010. is considerably in excess of 
5100,000,000 in gold. Besides this, he bas bit Louisiana 
and Mississippi as hard in proportion to tbeir area 
and the time he has been at work upon tbeir fields. 
Also, quite ?2,000,000 more has been spent by the 
various State bureaus and tbe federal government in 
fighting him; while the experts estimate thnt. when 
this pest is distributed evenly over the South, be will 
destroy not less than two hundred and fifty million 
dollars' worth of cotton yearly. 


The adult boll wevil, measures only about a 
quarter of an inch in length, and a third of that length 
Is snout—a seemingly insipiificant creature to cost, a 
State a yearly toll of ten or more millions, and one is 
curious to know how he is able to do it. Simply in tiie 
two processes of feeding and reproduction. And in 
both of these processes he preys directly upon the cot- 
ton square, which is the tender embryo that precedes 
the blossom. Each square represents, therefore, a boll 
of cotton. The precise damage that the boll weevil 
does is to puncture this square, and. leaving the 
fibrous outer portion practically unharmed, destroy 
the tender and nutritive core, the immature pollen, 
ovaries and pistil. 


Feeds on Cotton Only. 


Boll weevils feed on cotton plants only. The weovj] 


makes the puncture for feeding with his head, itself a 
beantifnlly effective combination tool, at once, gimlet, 
auger, chisel, saw and clippers. This bond moves in 
the pro-thorax as smoothly as a bnll in a so^kot; the 
month parts are attached to the tip of tbe snout. whHj 
Is further supplied with sharp t«oth»r<l mandible?. ?uch 
mechanism permits a variety of movements that re- 


i\S, tearing, boring, ending and prlzelng. 


of his appetite insist Hot the hoi! weevil make some 
two or three of these feeding punctures daily, and 
though a single feeding does not always destroy the 
square the average weevil can pull on his night cap 
with the thought that he has done away with at least 
two good squares in his day's round. Since his active 
life is about seventy days long, a single weevil's de- 
structiveness foots up some one hundred and forty 
squares, each of which would normally have matured 
into a full cotton boll. Or. commercially speaking, it 
costs from ten to thirty cents to raise and maintain 
encb healthy boll weevil. 


This is cosily enough, but the process of repro- 


duction is about four times as expensive. 
A femnle 


boll weevil at the age of some twenty days begins 
to Iny from tbren to six eggs daily, or anywhere 
from one hundred and eighty to three hundred and 
sixty during her remaining lifetime ot about, sixty 
days. She produces thus each ony, maybe, a half 
dozen new weevils, that three weeks later begin, in 
turn, a like cycle of destruction. 
To lay each egg 


she selects a clean square—one, untouched even by 
a feeding puncture—ami into the heart of this she 
bores, finally depositing the f"~a where thc infant 
insect will be safe from enemies and will find a 
supply of delicate and nutritious food. 


A few days after the egg is deposited in 
the 


square a grub hatches ami begins to feed upon (ha 
walls of its prison, enlarging them to keep pace with 
bis own rapidly increasing growth and destroying 
thus the. infant cotton boll. 
During t.hc whole time

sings in his misfortune: and even as did the ballad 
makers of a thousand years ago. he sings of the 
thins; nearest to him. His "ballad" of tbe boll weevil 
is inaclu out of such homely ninvcrial as lie around 
his door step. To this race !he battle royal between 
t'ae white man and thc boll weevil is a sort of huge 
fable. 


This song about the boll weevil is sung over the 


South wherever the boll weevil bas gone. 
A dozen 


different, singers profess to have written it: as a 
matter of fact, there is no one anther. 
It "jes 


gvowod." 
It was never deliberately composed. 
If. 


perhaps, some, few verses were "once written out 
witli the set intention o 


gard to soil exhaustion. If cotton was wanted tnft 
seed were planted, the rows ploughed once, hoed, 
perhaps ploughed once more and then "laid by"—an 
expressive term^-until the picking, with no effort 
whatever to hasten maturity. The seed used lu the 
spring were of absolutely unknown variety, taken 
liuruin scarum from the home ginning of the previous 
senson. thus inbreeding upon the land. 
And after 


the harvest the field stood untouched, often until the 
spring ploughing in preparation J'or the new crop. 
Fertilizers were unheard of. 
And yet in spite of 


such methods and in spite of ths boll weevil the re- 
cent annual cotton yield of the South has been about 
ten million bales. 


Rut the coming of the boll weevil bas roused th« 


agricultural South. When the State and federal bu- 
reaus hastened to tbe aid of the distressed fanner* 
it was found that tbe only successful method of sup- 
pressing the boll weevil; was just the common sense 
one of good farming.

ID you ever watch the stage being set for a 
really important game of ball in the big 
leagues, one of those games that may mean 
the winning or losing of a pennant to the 
home club? It entails a great deal of theat- 


rical business and a lot of "off stage" work that slips 
past the "fan." It is the silent mechanism of base- 
ball. 


Baseball is, first of all, a business. .Tohn McGraw, 


the manager of the New York Giants, said once that 
If all the money paid by the American public to see 
baseball games in one season were to be in silver it 
would take six hundred teams to haul it, and that if 
the admission tickets sold in one summer were placed 
«nd to end they would stretch iu an unbroken string 
from New York to Salt Lake City. 


The question is often asked, Who iu the silent 


mechanism of the parks bandies the vast sums of 
money taken in at the gates for the admissions to a 
big game? It has been figured out by mathematicians 
that the average price per capita is seventy-five cents. 
At the Polo Ground, in New York, for instance, there 
are only two twenty-fire cent seats—required by the 
constitution of the National League—while the great 
part of the seating capacity brings down seventy-five 
cents a perch. The small number of fifty cent seats is 


Offset by the prices paid for reserved chairs—?!— 
and tbe cost of box seats—?1.50. So that a game at- 
tended by twenty-five thousand persons would mean 
that $18,750 would have to be handled on the grounds. 
It sounds as if the employes at the entrances would 
have to be bank clerks, but tfley are not. 


The commercial aspect o£ the game, which includes 


the direct treatment of the finances in the park, is 
only one feature of baseball "off the stage." Be- 
sides the sordid, or money, side, there is the sporting, 
or playing, feature behind the scenes. That, after all, 
is the picturesque part in tbe wings. It deals with 
the incidents on the bench, the dialogue between the 
coachers and players and the part of the game played 
in the club house. 


The stage is clear, the gates are closed, the seats 


are empty and'the whole park looks desolate. One 
laborer is manicuring the base lines, and he in the big 
space emphasizes the loneliness of the setting. It is 
not quite one o'clock, and the early comers can be 
heard clamoring -without the gates. They are that 
part of the throng who will have to fight for seats in 
the bleachers and whose philosophy is that the early 
comer catches the best point of view. 


The night before the Giants met the Cubs in the one 


game which decided the championship of the Na- 
tional League in 1908 five thousand persons were lined 
np outside the Polo Ground at eleven o'clock P. M. 
and had to wait for more than, twelve hours for the 
gates to open. By four o'clock in. the morning the 
throng had been swelled by an nrmy of night work- 
ers, who came directly from their places of business to 
the park in order to be sure of getting a seat. Eighth 
avenue was blocked and the police reserves bad to be 
called out. 
By the time the gates actually were 


opened on the day of this memorable grime the crowd 
had become so great that a riot was precipitated and 
two persons lost their lives. 


But to return to a normal condition of things on an 


ordinarily big day. Shortly before-one o'clock the 
ticket sellers and the men at tho turnstiles 61e into 
the park and up to thc club offices to prepare to take 
their stands. 
They are the harbingers of action. 


They at once begin to set the scenes, dragging out 
turnstiles, which are a most important part of the 
park scenery. The most trusty man, the one with 
the coldest heart and the keenest insight, into human 
nature and its kinks and byways, is sent to m.in the 
press gate, for that is a difficult point to defend suc- 
cessfully. 


Next the army of peanut, and mid drink vendors 


flood the. stands, preparing for the first rush from the 
invaders. Score card boys take up their places at con- 
gested points. The bartender wipes off the imita- 
tion mahogany, the seats nrc dusted nnd the covers 
are removed from the reserved chiiirs. The ground- 
keeper and his men carry out. the bases and str.ip 
them down after the big canvas cover is tnken off 
'.he diamond. The park is ready for the game. 


Chorus of the Venders. 


Tbe gates arc thrown open nnd the first wave of hu- 


manity washes into the pnrk with a splash, carrying 
»ll before it. The peanut venders and score card boys 
iake up their raucous chorus at once. 
First their 


loices are husky, for it is a bard life, this hawking 
every day for a living, and they hnve t« limber up 
slowly, as a pitcher warms up. ))ut the first part of 
the crowd consists of persons who fill up tlie cheaper 
seats and to whom money has a greater v.iiue ihnn 
time. It does not matter if the voices of the iiss«jlv>!l 
orchestra, the venders, am hoarse, for it is like, try- 
ing them out on Ihc dog. But as time passes and 'lie 


aristocrats of the boxes ami the grandstand begin to 
come the venders' voices become smooth, and oily and 
they do a thriving business. 


Each day hundreds of persons come to the press 


gate and try to show reasons why l!icy should he ad- 
mitted into the park free. 
This is where the im- 


portance of tlie keeper of the citadel shows itself. A. 
man has to ho smoother than a thrice greased pig to 
get past him, if he is a capable guardian of the "paper" 
route, and there arc few parks where the management 
is nnt careful to select a competent man. 


All sorts of excuses are handed out by stormers of 


the press gnto to prove that they should get Into the 
park without parting with the price of admission. 
Actors demand admission as professional courtesy, 
but the man on the gate usually replies that he is not 
acquainted with the word. 


William Gray, the secretary of the Now York Na- 


tional League club, tells a story about, a man who 
came «p to the Polo Ground with his wife and two 
sons on the day of a double header with Pittshurg in 
the season of 1000. The man rushed up to the secre- 
tary and gripped his hand with the warmuess and 
ardor of a lobbyist. 


"How arc 7011, Bill, old boy?" he began. 
Mr. Gray was not sure whether be knew the man 


or not. 


"Let me have four," he went on. 
"Four what?" inquired Mr. Gray. 
"Four for this afternoon. Why, you don't know 


me?" 


Mr. Gray admitted it. 
"My brother, Jim Olson, played,on the Des Moines 


team back in '00." 


"What did you do?" the Giants' secretary was 


asked. 


"I gave them to him. Any one with that much 


nerve deserves tickets." he replied. 
"What chance

filter through the crowd, outside the gate, unrecog- 
nized except by a few. There they are plain citizens.

Many persons think that ball plnyers Indulging In 


mure thaii one hundred and fifty games a season make 
tho daily contest so much a matter of business that 
victory or defeat means little to them. Exactly the 
opposite, is the case. The older a player is, the harder 
lid takes a beating. Nothing Is worse than travelling
